NU will request funding from 
the Nebraska Legislature to support 
these requirements.

The novel, however, is not a mur- 
der mystery, nor a suspense thriller, 
nor a crime and punishment story. 
Rather, it is about a mother - daugh- 
ter relationship written in such a 
haunting way, you feel like you're 
reading ‘Yoni Morrison's “Beloved” — 
Korean style. 

The novel evolves around two 
characters: Akiko, the mother, who is 
sold to a recreational camp in World 
War ff Korea where she becomes a 
“comfort woman” for the pleasures of 
Japanese soldiers, and Beceah, 
Akiko’s daughter by an American mis- 
sionary, who struggles to overcome 
her mother’s haunts and her discon- 
nection with the rest of the world. 

The novel alternates between the 
mother’s voice and the daughter's,

Caught in the ‘Net? 

Sean Conklin, a computer lab as- 
sistant at Western IHinois University 
says he’s seen plenty of students who 
are. 

“They come in two hours after the 
lab opens und stay up te eight or ten 
hours,” he said. “They're either on the 
Internet or they’t re (computer game) 
junkies.” 

Depending on earn you ask, the 
Internet and its world of non-stop chat 
rooms, splashy graphics and electronic 
bulletin boards is either addictive or 
merely distracting. Two camps have 
emerged from academia: One that be- 
lieves some computer users are’ so lost 
in cyberspace that they ignore family, 
work or classes, and one that insists 
there’s been no substantial research to 
support such claims. 

At the heart of the debate is Kim- 
berly S. Young, a clinical psychologist 
and an assistant professor at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh at Bradford who's: 
considered the world’s most prominent 
researcher on the issue of Internet ad- 
diction. Her self-help book for Internet 
addicts, titled “Caught In The Net,” is 
based on a survey of ubout 500 Internet 
users and their families and friends. It 
has drawn raves from some and ridi- 
cule from others. 

Young estimates that about 5 mil- 
lion computer users are addicted to the 
Internet. She believes that Internet ad- 
dicts, much like people with eating dis- 
orders, have emotional and psychologi- 
cal problems that make them suscep- 
tible to addiction. She also believes ad- 
dicts can learn to control their behav- 
ior. 

“It's not the same as a physical ad- 
diction caused by drug abuse, but it's 
effects can be just as destructive,” she 
said. : 
College students are particularly 
vulnerable to what Young refers to as 
“onlineaholism,.” 

“Many [college] students are over- 
whelmed, being away from home,” she 
said. “The Internet is something to do, 
and when you have free access to it, 


exists 


you're more ‘inclined to use it. 
“Students struggling with their 
identities are accepted in chat rooms,” 
she continued. “While mudding (play- 
ing multi-user dungeon games), guys 


_build self-esteem through their. online 


characters. When taken to an extreme, 
those things can be very destructive.” 
Many academics have begun to 


‘ question the validity of the research 


upon which Young bases her conclu- 
sions. They say her research methods - 
largely questionnaires - are deeply 


. flawed, and they note that little of her 


work has been published in’ peer-re- 
viewed, scholarly journals. They also 
say her definition of addiction is too 
broad. 

“She counts things as addiction 
that cunnot be counted as addiction,” 
Malcolm R. Parks, associate professor 
of speech communication at the Univer- 
sity of Washington recently told the 
Chronicle of Higher Education. 

“I don’t know what to do about all 
the criticism,” Young said. “How would 
you feel if your credentials were con- 
stantly questioned? But at least I feel 
I'm doing the right thing.” 

Nevermind the scholarly debate 
sweeping through academia. Conklin 
said he’s convinced Internet addiction 
and that the number of 
cyberspace junkies on his campus is 
growing. 

“I've heard of people becoming 
addicted and being academically sus- 
pended,” he said. 

Among Young's tips for determin- 
ing Internet addiction: 

1. Loss of interest in family, friends 
und in participating in other activities. 

2. Feelings of depression or anxi- 
ety when not using the Internet. (Young 
calls this “mental withdrawal.”) 

3. Online use that is frequently 
longer than intended. 

4. Feeling the need to lie about or 
hide the amount of time spent online. 

5. Missing classes or failing to do 
assignments because of Internet use. 

6. Losing sleep because of Internet 
use, 


Indiana Student Seeks $75k

sion. 

' Christian also is suing his alma 
mater for invasion of privacy and un- 
authorized commercial appropriation 
of his image and likeness. 

Roger B. Clow, a spokesman for 
Lafayette College, suid the institution 
does not comment on pending litigu- 
tion.
